In the current Contemporary Review of 
London a Cuban by the name of Antonio 
Gonzalo Pérez has a rather hysterical arti- 
cle contending for the absolute independ- 
ence of Cuba. The writer's avowed ob- 
ject is to dispel the idea among Englishmen 
that Cuba at present belongs to the United 
States and to stir up English hostility 20 
having Cuba command the Nicaragua 
Canal under American control. He i- 
dulges in some lofty oratorical flights, but 
both these and the distorted facts in which 
he deals will be more productive of a smile 
than of conviction in the minds of hie 
readers. 

Mr. Pérez is enthusiastically in favor of 
Cuban independence for sentimental rea- 
sons, which is not to his discredit. : He says 
Cuba will have a brilliant future aud in- 
exhaustible richness of soil” as an inde- 
pendent nation, but as an American Ter- 
ritory or State it will be merely “a tract of 
land more or less fertile.” He does not say 
that American sovereignty would change 
the climate as well as the soil, but he leads 
oue to believe this is his secret conviction. 
He implies throughout that Cuba won its 
own independence and he has nothing but 
abase for both Cubans and Americans who 
tolerate the idea of annexation, In his 
estimation it would be a deep degradation 
for Cubans to become Americans. A man

CHILDREN’S COUNTRY HOLIDAYS, 
The sending away of children of poor 
parents for summer outings is probably bet- 
ter organized in London than jm any other 
large English speaking city. For many 
years a special ‘society in close codperation 
with the public school management has 
had it chiefly in hand. Harly in ‘the 
spring the teachers list those children who 
physically and from the conditions of their 
families particularly need such attention. 
Voluntary agents of the society then visit 
the parents, and in case they wish the 
children to go, ‘learn if possible the family 
income and (often it must be conceded with 
some pressure) fix their contribution toward 
the expense, The total cost for the regular 
two weeks trip is about $3. Parents usual- 
ly make up from a quarter to a half of 
this in weekly bits handed to the teacher as 
Instead, then, of congregating these 
children in institutions or large boarding- 
houses, they are sent to country families 
which have been carefully investigated in 
advance, ‘where their board is paid for. 
About 400 country villages were last year 
investigated and 32,000 children sent to 


these places. The plan is characterized by 


great care, not only to prevent infectious 
illness, but to make sure that the children 
shall be under conditions of simple family 
life. AGE

A REMINISCENCE. 
The appearance of Albert Crosby be- 


recalls memories of the great lottery of 
1867, in which the Opera-House, bearing 
his name, was the capital prize. The 
scheme was a stupendous one for those 
days, and it would be now, for the whole 
country was interested in the drawing 
and the certificates were subscribed to all 
over the United States. The Crosby Opera- 
House Art association in the autumn of 
1866 rivaled the fall elections as the cen- 
ter of excitement. Of the 210,000 certifi- 
cates, representing an investment of 
$1,050,000, all but 25,000 or 30,000 were 
sold, those remaining unsold being Mr. 
Crosby’s property. And how many per- 
sons today have hanging upon their walls 
“The Little Wanderer,” Washington 
Irving and His Friends,” aud Mercy’s 
Dream ” as reminders of the $5.with which 
fhey parted in the vain hope of becom- 
ing owners of the great opera-house?

— Ot the clubs in Chicago and 
Cook County she says: 

The Cook County, III., League of Women’s 
Clubs has just been organized, embracing the 
Chicago clubs. Any club in Cook County is elig- 
ible for membership, and on the roster are the 
Chicago Section, National Council of Jewish 
Women, the Catholic Women's National league, 
the Union of Liberal Religions, and the élubs of 
Chicago and suburbs. The purpose of this league 
is to further the interests of Cook County in con- 
„ nectlon with the public schools and county insti- 

‘tutions, to watch legislation for women and chil- 
dren, and to care for delinquent, dependent, and 

meglected children. 
Many of the local sections of the National Coun- 
eil of Jewish Women are members of the State 
- federations. The Chicago and Denver sections 
serve as examples of the economic phases of work 
accomplished under the auspices of this organiza- 
‘tion. In Chicago philanthropy occupies a large 
share of the time and effort of the 660 members, 

"who carry on mothers’ classes and distriet work 

among the poor, and also support existing Jewish 

„ @harities. The section in Denver ie large and be- 

. longs to the Colorado State federation. Its labors 

are mostly philanthropic. ‘ Both sections have 

made a study of charity and its economic aspects, 
and of the statutes which govern its scientific ad- 
ministration. 
The Chicago Association of Young 
Clubs was organized in 1895 to secure th 
p,ftion of clubs composed of women in various 
callings. The Girls’ Mutual Benefit, the Ursula, 
the Occident, and the National Association of 
Women Stenographers are the largest numeric- 
ally, with several small clubs on the roster. The 
association accepts as members only such clubs 
„are self-governed and self-supporting. There 
¥ ia a large and active committee on club exten- 
sion. The association conducts the Business 
Woman's Exchange at 115 Dearborn street, or- 
“ ganized to create a center through which cap- 
able women out of employment may secure tem- 
or permanent work without paying exor- 
bitant commissions to mercantile agencies. 
Business-men send to the exchange when they 
require permanent or extra help, or when their 
clerks are taking a vacation. Only employés who 
can furnish references are placed in positions, or 
| those who have served a short probation in the ex- 

„ change, The exchange has been well patronized 

„both by employers and employes, and is steadily

The clubs of Cook County carry on a model 
lodging house for women in the immediate vicin- 
ity of Hull House, at 247 West Polk street. As it 
was difficult in a large city for a woman with 
limited means to secure a decent lodging in a re- 
spectable place, this home was opened. Ffteen 
cents a night is charged, and every convenience 
of sitting-room and bath is provided. A sewing 
room is attached, in which many women may 
work out their board under the i ion of a 
competent teacher. 

The Occident club, composed of the ¢mployte of 
the Western Electric company of Chicago, started 
in a small way in 1 It has an avérage mem- 
bership of 300. The company has provided beauti- 
ful rooms for its use. The membership dues are 
évery day 
in a large dining-room bullt by the company, and 
not only members of the club, but men and girls 
from the factory, not members, but wishing to 
come in, are at liberty to do so. The club dining- 
room is free to all, but the club library @nd sitting- 
room are reserved for members.

The experiences of the American Ambas- 
sador at St. Petersburg, who has now been 


already nearly four months in the Russian 


capital without being able to find a suitable 
residence, would furnish another interesting 
chapter to the volume that could be written 
entitled ‘‘ Ambassadors Without Embas- 
sies.” It is but a short time ago that Am- 
bassador Choate in London was hunting 
high and low from one end of the metropolis 
to the other for an abode appropriate not 
only to his rank, but above all to the prestige 
and dignity of the great country which he 
represents, and was sent about from pillar 
to post before finally securing a furnished 
house adorned with English instead of Amer- 
ican emblems at every point, and for which 
he is obliged to pay a rent amounting to mere 
than two-thirds of his salary as Ambassa- 
dor. 

Even so he was more fortunate than Am- 
bassador Tower at St. Petersburg. For the 
only mansion suitable in any way for a 
United States Embassy, and offering the 

necessary accommodations to the represent- 
ative of this country at the court of the 
Czar, could not be secured for a 
rental of a dollar less than $20,000 
a year—that is to say, $8,000 more 
than the full amount of the Ambassa- 
dor’s salary. Natura under the circum- 
stances Mr. Tower did not see his way to 
make so heavy a pecuniary sacrifice and 
consequently still remains at a hotel, where 
he occupies a few rooms, while his family 


have taken up their abode at Dresden until |. 


he is able to prepare a home for them on the 
banks of the Neva. 

It is hardly necessary to point out that 
owing to this condition of affairs the Amer- 
ican Ambassador and the American Ambas- 
sadress have not yet had the opportunity 
of taking up their proper place in St. Peters- 
burg society, the customary receptions 
which should have been held almost imme- 


diately after the presentation of the creden«,_ 


tials to the Czar being necessarily delayed 
until the United States Ambassador can 
receive his guests beneath his own roof. 
If the United States government is reluct- 
ant to follow the example of most other great 


powers and to purchase mansions or palaces 


for the use of their embassies, and above 
which the American flag would fly perma- 
nently, indicating that the territory over 
which it waved was indeed United States 
soil, it might at any rate lease suitable man- 
sions for its Ambassadors instead of asking 
the latter to defray the rent out of their to- 
tally inadequate salaries. At Vienna, for 
instance, the French government has as f 

k as I can remember leased the mag- 
nificent Schwarzenburg Palace for the use 
of its embassy. The furniture, and everi the 
plate, is provided by the French govern- 
ment, and the Ambassador’s salary is in no 
way affected or docked by the government 
in connection with these expenses. 

The untraveled people of the old world 
judge by external appearances. How is it 
possible to make them believe that the Unit- 
ed States, which houses its representatives 
in a few dingy rooms of the upper floor of a 


hotel, is as important a great power as Great . 


Britain, France, Germany, or Austria, whose 
Ambassadors occupy magnificent palaces 
and are surrounded by a pomp and grandeur 
equal to that of the proudest nobles of the 
land. It would shock people in this coun- 
try were the President ef the United States 
to make his home in a small suite of rooms 
at the Arlington or in some boarding-house 
at Washington. It shocks people abroad 
quite as much to see the Ambassadors of the 
United States thus housed. Ambassadors 
are even worse than useless without a suit 
able embassy. For they are naturally de- 
barred from fulfilling in an adequate manner 
all that social part of their diplomatic mis- 
sion which is one of its 2 A feat- 
ures. 

The stories now ted in the European 
press concerning the alleged project of a 
marriage between Princess Clementine of 
Belgium and Prince Ferdinand of Bulgaria, 
who lost his wife a year ago, should be re- 
ceived with the utmost reserve. This match 
is in the last degree improbable, and those 


- responsible for the story evidently lose sight 


of the fact that whereas Princess Clemen- 
tine is a sister of the unfortunate Princess 
Philip of Coburg, who has been driven by her 
husband's. ‘drunken, dissolute, and brutal 
habits into elopement, public disgrace, and 
an insane asylum, Prince Ferdinand, on the 

other hand, is a brother of Prince Philip of 
Coburg.

Although the French 
palatial abodes, all fully furnished and 
equipped with servants, for the use of its 
Cabinet Ministers, yet the pay which they 
receive is in no way proportionate to this 
appearance of splendor, and the financial 
attractions of Cabinet office in France are 
small. The salary of a Cabinet Minister is 


exactly $12,000 a year, payable monthly}. 


Obliged to entertain lavishly, they get no 
extra allowances, and, contrary to general 
supposition, receive no pension. So,chary 
is the treasury about the payment of the 
salaries that if.the Cabinet falls in the mid- 
dle of the month the Ministers receive their 
pay only for that fraction of the month and 
not for the entire thirty days. 

For some strange reason Senators when 
appointed Cabinet Ministers are permitted 
to retain their Senatorial pay in addition to 
their Cabinet salary, whereas members of 
the Chamber of Deputies are obliged to 
give up their legislative stipend when as- 
suming Cabinet office. Where unscrupulous 
Ministers get the best of the treasury is 
through the manipulation of the secret serv- 
ice funds of almost every department of 
State, while their secretaries, unlike the 
Mi themselves, are practically un- 
stinted in allowances. Thus there was the 
— secretary of Minister of Public 
Works Terrier, who holds the record for 
cab fare bills. Minister Terrier was in office 
for a couple of years, and, according to the 
accounts furnished to the treasury, it is esti- 
mated that his private secretary must have 
spent at least thirty-five hours a day in 
cabs during every day, Sundays included, of 
his entire term of office. 

There has just sailed for the United States 
the Vicomte de Monbrun, whose title is per- 
fectly authentic, but who has just completed 
his fourth term in prison and finds the su- 
pervision of the police so inconvenient as 
to render a change of scene not only agree- 
able but prudent.

LEADS A FUGITIV VE'S LIFE. 


‘RODERICK ADAM, AGED 8, SPENDS 
BIGHT DAYS IN LINCOLN PARK. 
Boy Who Ran Away on July 4 and 
Was Found on Tuesday Kept Alive 
on Food gLeft by Picnic Partie 
Slept Under Trees in Heavy Rains— 
Chilled at Night and Scorched by 
Day—Feared Punishment if He Re- 

turned Home. 


For eight days in Lincoln Park 3 
Roderick Adam lived as precariously as the 
sparrows. The boy, who ran away from 
the home of his parents, Mr. arid Mrs. A. R. 
Adam, 1620 Indiana avenue, on July 4 and 
who was found in the park on Tuesday, re- 
lated a chapter of Robinson Crusoe adven- 
tures yesterday. 

During the eight days he lived upon the 
charity of picnic crowds at the park. The 
boy made his bed under steps, bushes, and in 
basements. He was chilled at night and 
tanned by the sun during the day. His 
clothes were stolen and hidden by gamins. 
He led the life of an infant outlaw. He 
knew the way home, but he would not give 
up his freedom and go back to his parents. 
Three meals a day were unknown to him. 
He was happy when he got one. : 

The boy ran away from home because he 
had been punished and would not return be- 
cause he thought there was another punish- 
ment awaiting him. With the boy safely 
back Mrs. Adam stated his possible fate to 
him in no alluring terms. Judge Tuthill and 
his juvenile court are hinted to Roderick 
as dire possibilities which will take away for 
ever the Iberty of little 9-year-old boys who 
run, away from home and bivouac in the 


parks. 

It took Roderick two days to get to the 
park. He had three cents when he started, 
and this he invested in coffee and sand- 
witches, which formed his dinner. At night 
he was on North State street. Some boys 
gave him some small firecrackers and he 
celebrated the day. The first night in Lin- 
coln Park he spent under the bushes. He 
was awakened in the morning by the men 
in whose company he was found on Tuesday. 
The rain had soaked his clothing’ and his 
trousers shrunk until they failed entirely 
to reach down to his stockings. He did not 
like the company of the men and tried to 
avoid them. He constantly met them in 
spite of his endeavors, and it was this asso- 
clation that attracted the attention of the 
park police and led to his being found and 
returned to his parents. 

The two tramps in whose company he was 
found were held at the park until Mr. and 
Mrs. Adam arrived for Roderick, but their 
story that they had found the boy and in- 
tended giving him over to the police was

The ocroner- s jury which’ the 
death of Percy W. Palmer of Evans tot re- 
turned the following verdict yesterday: 

We, the jury, find that Percy W, Palmer came to 
his death on July 5, 1899, from shock and hem- 
orrhage due to a bullet wound through the left 
lung, self-inflicted, with a revolver with suicidal 
intent, in an alley on the north side of Michigan 
street, between La Salle avenue and Wells street. 

The friends of the Palmer family insisted 
that Palmer came to his untimely end by 
foul means, but the police maintained that 
he took. his own life. The next fight will be 
between the insurance companies and the 
beneficiaries of the $110,000 policies which 


Palmer caried on his life. Many persons who 


know Mr. Palmer still belleve he was mur- 
dered. In substantiation of this claim they 
cite his reputation and standing. The iden- 
tity of the owner of a woman's umbrella and 
the revolver which were found beside Palm- 
er's body has not been established. Wit- 
nesses at the inquest testified they had never 
seen either of the articles in the possession of 
Palmer or his family. :

BOARD OF REVIEW CALLS COUNTRY . 
ASSESSORS TO EXPLAIN RETURNS. 


Eleven Must Appear in Cases of Cit- 


Already Summoned—More Re- 
markable Lists from Suburban 
Towns—Sixty-seven Persons to An- 
swer This 
Receive the Most Attention—List * 
Morning.

“The Board of Review is directing its at- 
tack on citizens who are believed to have 
scheduled personal property at values far 
below the true figures from two quarters. 
Eleven Assessors of country towns. acting 


as deputies to the Board of Assessors, have 


been summoned to appear and explain cases 
With this 


testimony and the evidence given by the 


cure the facts in each case. Aside from the 
citizens who have been called upon thus far 
to appear in person, the Assessors will be 
called on to account for returns of almost 
500 more persons who may be summoned 
before the board in person. 

The present crusade against low schedules 
involves only the country towns, though the 
investigation of lists returned from Chicago 
will be set under way next week. Assessors 
from the outlying districts will be called on 
to explain why grain held by farmerswas not 
The board will decide what steps 
shall be taken in regard to this property. 


Rich Men File No Schedules. 


In Riverside, where the board has sum- 
moned prominent residents who were re- 
garded as millionaires until their personal 
property schedules were filed, several in- 

nces have been unearthed where people 
who are believed to own property have had 
their names omitted from the assessment 
Usts altogether. Active investigation on this 
line in the other towns is being made. 

Yesterday’s scrutiny of the personal prop- 
erty lists from Morton Grove, Lyons, West- 
ern Springs, La Grange, Niles, Bloom, and 
Elk Grove resulted in thirteen more citizens 
being served with notices to explain the 
figures they had filed. The realty returns 
came in fora brief review, and Henry Phipps 
Jr., one of the business partners of Andrew 
Carnegie at Pittsburg, will have to explain 
why a tract of land in Lyons has not been 
valued in proportion to the other real estate 
of this district. While other land has been 


doubled in value, this strip has increased 


only from $6,900 to $8,000. H. A. Gardner, 
Mr. Phipps’ representative, has been served 
with the summons.
